I know 
if a man will hearken to all pour ſlaun⸗ 
ders and falſe accuſations,you can hold 
him a whole day, yea thꝛee vayes, and 


let them be the longeſt in the peare: but 


tell but truth, and then a leſſe time wil 
ſerue well ynough.
